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PALMER’S  U.S.  TOUR  ATTACKS  SHOW  NEC  CHIEF 


ENDS;  TO  RETURN 
IN  OCTOBER 

Briton,  Stricken,  on 
Way  to  Recovery 

Cecil  Palmer,  distinguished  Britm, 
brought  to  I'.  S.  early  this  vear  lu 
NEC,  has  returned  I,  England  follow 
ing  serious  illness  here,  hut  is  reru|i 
crating  and  experts  to  begin  a  new 
American  tour  in  October 

During  nearly  the  whole  of  his  trip 
it  ran  now  he  revealed.  Palmer  was 
suffering  (mm  penicillin  poisoning,  amt 
main  of  his  great  addresses  were  dr 
livrrcd  while  his  body  was  throbbing 
with  pain.  Finally,  on  May  HO  a  rep 
resenlative  of  the  Council  flew  to  Pitt, 
burgh,  found  the  stout-hearted  Briton 
so  ill  that,  although  hr  was  willing  t< 
go  on.  continuance  of  the  tour  would 
have  risked  his  life.  He  was  thereupon 
flown  bark  to  New  York  and  hospital 
ized. 

Prior  to  the  abrupt  ending  of  his  trip. 
Palmer  had  spoken  on  May  17  before 
the  Wisconsin  Manufacturers  Associa¬ 
tion  in  Milwaukee,  and  the  Kiwauis 
Club  of  Pittsburgh  on  May  19  lrr  each 
place  he  was  accorded  an  enthusiastic 
ovation. 

On  June  2,  Palmer  left  the  hospital 
temporarily  to  speak  to  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Manufacturers  Association  in  the 
Union  League  of  Philadelphia,  and  on 
June  5  he  spoke  in  Atlantic  City  before 
the  Conference  of  Presidents  and  Other 
Officers  of  the  State  Medical  Associa¬ 
tions.  On  June  14  llie  College  of  South 
Jersey  conferred  upon  him  the  honor¬ 
ary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

Cecil  Palmer  will  return  to  the  U.  S. 
in  mid-October,  for  a  longer  visit  of 
seven  and  a  half  months.  Already  re¬ 
quests  are  pouring  in  for  him,  both  from 
cities  at  which  he  spoke  this  spring  and 
from  places  where  he  was  unable  to 
appear.

Fact,  further,  is  that 
meeting  was  scheduled  so  close  to  July 
Uh  week-end  that  it  was  judged  advia- 
able  to  hold  it  later,  probably  in  late 
September  or  early  October.

Communist  Link 

Thai  "WincheM's"  hatred  of  Commu¬ 
nism  might  need  to  bo  taken  with  large 
doses  of  salt  appeared  when  it  waa  dis¬ 
covered  by  reader*  of  tbe  Communist- 
smear-sheet  In  Fad  that  that  periodical 
had  obtained  from  WincMl  the  whole 
story  he  hsd  promised  to  mske  avail¬ 
able  to  editors  who  had  "guts  to  name 
their  names.”  Commie-stooge  George 
Seldes  had  the  “guts"  and  printed  a 
scare  story  in  In  Fad  based  mostly  on 
alleged  “secrecy"  of  meeting  and  Com¬ 
mie  version*  of  careers  of  invitee*. 

Beside  the  deep-red  In  Fad,  only 
other  U.  S.  paper  to  join  in  “Win: 
chell’s"  hue  snd  cry  was  the  (perhaps) 
slightly  lea*  red  New  York  Poll. 

Robert  Allen 

“Bob”  Allen,  who  snarl*  throstily  at 
the  world  on  Sunday  night*  just  before 
the  Kaiser-Fraaer  horns  blow  for  “Win- 
chell,"  came  all  out  against  NEC  and 
Cecil  Palmer  on  the  night  of  July  3. 
Chief  crime  in  this  case  was  fact  that 
a  few  days  before.  Senator  Albert 
Hawlces  and  Palmer  had  paid  a  courtesy 
call  upon  President  Truman.  This  sinis¬ 
ter  event  caused  Allen  to  “expose"  NEC 
and  its  modest  sponsorship  arrange¬ 
ment*  with  Palmer.  NEC  he  called  “a 
reactionary  lobbying  organisation  that 
fought  the  New  Deal  and  is  now  fight¬ 
ing  the  Fair  Deal.”  The  broadcast  was 
studded  with  words  like  “reactionary,” 
“ultra  -  reactionary,"  “propagandist,” 
and  of  course  the  good  old  stock  word 
“anti-Semite." 

Just  what  interest  listeners  were 
thought  to  have  in  financial  arrange¬ 
ments  between  NEC  and  Palmer  was 
unclear.  But  what  was  very  clear  was 
ire  of  Allen  that  an  Englishman  op¬ 
posed  to  Socialism  might  be  permitted 
to  talk  to  the  President  about  condi¬ 
tions  there.  Since  the  interview  was 
“off  the  record"  it  cannot  be  reported 
here.  But  to  help  commentator  Allen 
to  another  mighty  scoop,  we  can  tell 
him  authoritatively  that  Palmer  did  not 
say,  "Mr.  President,  British  Socialism 
it  a  howling  success.” 

Drew  Pearson 

Andrew  Rosaell  Pearson,  former  part¬ 
ner  of  “Bob”  Allen,  called  a  “chronic 
liar"  by  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  and 
something  even  more  pungent  by  Harry 
Truman,  is  no  novice  at  smearing  NEC. 
Hi*  latest  attack,  in  his  column  of  July 
17,  repeated  the  complaint  about  the 


Truman  •  Palmer  interview  and  twice 
linked  the  word  “fascist"  with  NEC 
President  Hart.  He  also  gloatingly  re¬ 
potted  that  the  Commonwealth  Club  of 
San  Francisco,  the  Cincinnati  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  the  Union  League  of 
Chicago  “cancelled  i pooches  by  Palmer 
— after  they  investigated.” 

Fact  is,  that  Palmer  never  was 
scheduled  to  speak  to  San  Francisco's 
Commonwealth  Club,  snd  that  the  Chi¬ 
cago  engagement  had  to  be  called  off 
by  NEC  only  because  Palmer  became 
so  ill  he  hod  to  be  flown  from  Pitts¬ 
burgh  to  a  New  York  hospital  much  to 
the  dissatisfaction  of  this  Chicago  club. 
Pearson,  however,  wo*  one-third  accu¬ 
rate:  the  Cincinnati  engagement  mu 
broken — but  under  outside  pressure, 
not  as  a  result  of  any  “investigation.” 
i  If  Pearson  were  to  tell  whole  truth, 
he  would  admit  that  similar  pressure 
was  attempted  in  many,  many  other  in¬ 
stances,  and  that  for  dozens  of  failures 
his  kind  of  people  can  point  to  but  one 
success.  Americans  don't  take  to  cen¬ 
sorship  by  smear  groups. 

Another  Red  Link 

The  trenchant  Westbrook  Pegler  has 
recently  been  throwing  revealing  light 
on  the  career  of  Pearson,  including  his 
long  association  with  the  notorious 
David  Rats,  alias  Karr.  Of  the  latter, 
Pearson’s  “leg  man,"  Pegler  says: 
“Karr  has  been  associated  with  Com¬ 
munists  for  years.  He  was  on  the  staff 
of  the  Daily  Worker,  and  he  wrote  for 
other  Communist  publications.  During 
the  war  he  dug  in  os  chief  of  the  foreign 
language  section  of  the  Office  of  Facts 
and  Figures,  later  the  Office  of  War  In¬ 
formation,  although  be  later  admitted 
under  oath  that  be  could  neither  read 
nor  write  any  foreign  language.”  (We 
are  reliably  informed,  however,  that 
Katz  is  fluent  in  Yiddish,  which  per¬ 
haps  he  does  not  consider  a  “foreign 
language.”)  .  , 

Friends  of  Democracy 

“Friend*  of  Democracy,”  which  re¬ 
cently  got  back  it*  lost  tax-exemption 
after  a  long  fight  with  the  Treasury 
Dept,  and  perhaps  the  most  effective 
smear  organization  on  the  American 
scene,  has  stepped  up  its  attack*  on 
NEC  in  lost  few  month*.  L.  M.  Birk- 
head,  adroit  at  so  sprinkling  his  De¬ 
mocracy’s  Baltic  with  words  like  “fas¬ 
cist”  and  "anti-Semite”  os  to  come  just 
short  of  libel,  in  hi*  June  15  issue  gave 
a  column  to  “Note*  oo  Hart.”  He 


charged  that  in  beihg  aaoiosj  ECA  and 
the  Atlantic  Pact,  Hart  indicates  that 
“it  is  democracy,  not  Communism,  he 
primarily  seeks  to  defeat.” 

ADL. 

Tbe  Anti  -  Defamation  League  of 
“B’Noi  B'Rith.”  whose  idea  seems  to 
be  that  it  it  all  right  for  itself  to 
smear  anybody  it  pleases  bnt  not  oil 
right  for  anyone  ever  to  suggest  that 
any  Jew  might  at  some  time  have  done 
or  said  anything  open  to  criticism,  early 
in  the  year  issued  a  smear  book  called 
How  Secure  These  Rights?  by  Ruth  G. 
Weintrsub — being  ADL’*  “report  tin 
anti-Semitism  in  1948."  Drearily  using 
all  the  old  cliches,  it  brands  NEC  as 
anti-Semitic  principally  because  of  NEC 
opposition  to  political  Zionism.  NEC 
cheerfully  admits  being  against  politi¬ 
cal  Zionism  simply  because  it  believes 
in  one  allegiance,  and  thinks  Zionists 
should  make  up  their  minds  where  their 
one  loyalty  lies.  As  to  the  label  “Anti- 
Semitic,”  NEC  suggests  that  ADL  offer 
a  million  dollar  prize  for  a  new  word. 
The  old  one  ha*  gone  threadbare. 

WASHINGTON— ('ConcU. ) 

on  Education  and  Labor  on  June  3. 
Contending  that  FEPC  bill*  were  Com¬ 
munist  in  origin  and  wrong  and  harm¬ 
ful  in  principle,  statement  warned  that 
“Minorities  which  seek  to  gain  social 
benefita  by  placing  their  destiny  in  the 
hands  of  Government  .  .  ,  sign  their 
own  ultimate  death-warrants.” 

Kem  Amendment 

Efforts  of  NEC  in  support  of  Kem 
amendment  to  ECA  appropriation  bill, 
withholding  moneys  from  countries 
which  in  future  “nationalize”  basic  in¬ 
dustries,  resulted  in  flood  of  messages 
to  Senators.  While  Kem  amendment 
was  ultimately  defeated,  the  24  vote* 
cost  for  it  in  Senate  ore  widely  re¬ 
garded  as  warning  that  U.  S.  sentiment 
against  continued  support  of  Socialism 
abroad  is  growing.  NEC  feels  that  fight 
was  immensely  woftir  while,  and  warm- 
ly  thanks  those  reader*  who  sent  mes¬ 
sages  to  legislator*.  I Fateh  lor  same 
fight  in  House,  and  write  your  congress¬ 
man  to  support  such  an  amendment.
